Here is an unusually clear line-up of tin1 business situation 
mid the immediate prospects. 
It is from Col. Leonard I’. Ayres, 
banker and economist, who has gained unusual authority as a busi­ 
ness analyst and prophet. 
The American people, lie says, are now in the c lo s in g phases 
of a three year business cycie which began in 1924. 
The end of 
the decline is near. 
A new cycle is dawning. 
“The present pros­ 
pects are that the conditions of general business will improve 
shortly.” 
There are four conditions necessary, he explains, for the re 
tovery. 
First, there m ust be expanding industrial production. 
It is 
reasonable to expect this early next year, because many essential 
industries are now producing less than the normal consumption. 
There is no direction to go but up. 
Second, there must be plenty of credit, easily available. 
We 
have that, he says, and apparently are going to keep on having it. 
Third, there must be agricultural well being. 
The farmers 
ere not yet prosperous, but they are better off than seemed pos­ 
sible a few months ago. Their buying power this winter and next 
spring will be better than it has been for several years. 
Fourth, there m ust be a good export trade. 
That, he finds 
“seem s assured for at least most of the coming year.” 

And anybody 
but a confirmed, deep dyed pessim ist, stewed in his own gloom, 
d ight to feel reassured enough t o go right ahead in confident 
preparation for a good business year.
